The Board of Directors 
of the association, at a meet- 
ing held at headquarters Sat- 
urday afternoon, adopted a 
plan to organize the entire 
State as rapidly as possible. 
Large sub-committees are to 
be formed to work directly 
under and with the Board of 
Directors. 

President Ford announced 
that he desired to add the fol- 
lowing exhibit committees to 
the list already made public: 
Machinery Exhibit, Transpor- 
tation Exhibit, Exhibit of 
Woman's Work, Fine Arts 
Exhibit, Educational Exhibit 
and Exhibit of Manufactured 
Tobacco. He explained that 
the tobacco interests of Kei 
tucky were so Large that i 
was thought best to divide the 
leaf and manufactured exhibit. 
Mr. Chas. D. Campbell is the 
Chairman of the leaf tobacco 
exhibit committee, and some 
prominent tobacco manufac- 
turer will be placed at the 
head of the other committee. 

The scheme of county or- 
ganization was then explained 
by Mr. Ford. He suggested 
that the nucleus for an organ- 
ization in each county consist 
of every citizen who has accept- 
ed appointment on any of the 
committees of the association, 
of all citizens who have vol-
